The following investigation was conducted by 
SAs JOHN xi. KRESEK, NEIL G. MARTIN and RALPH N. BUTLER 
on 4/15/68, at Birmingham, Alabama: 

At approximately 12:00 noon, Chief U. S. 

Marshal ROY LEE CALL telephonical ly advised the Birmingham 
FBI Office that a person who was similar to an artist’s 
conception he saw in the paper of the UNSUB in this case 
was presently seated at a table in Thomasino’s Restaurant, 
415 North 19th Street, Birmingham. 

When the above Agents arrived, Marshal CALL 
pointed to a particular person seated at one of the tables 
and before he was contacted, available artist's conceptions 
of the UNSUB in this case were shown to Marshal CALL. 

When he observed these, he stated that this person 
definitely was not the man. 



The person whom Marshal CALL thought might be 
the UNSUB was contacted and advised that his name is 
DELMAR CARNISEE NOBLES, whose heme address was P. O. Box 
5363, Pensacola, Florida. He produced a certificate from 
the U. S. Army which indicated that he had been honorably 
discharged from service on 12/4/67. NOBLES stated he has 
been working the last three weeks at Mason's Cash Register 
Company, 2717 3rd Avenue, South, as an office equipment 
repairman and that he had gotten fed up with this job and 
was at the restaurant in hopes of contacting someone who 
was to meet him there about another job.
